On 6/18/57 arrangements were made to afford SAC Laughl t» 

a special consultation with the medical officers of the U* S. 

Naval Hospital, Bethesda, Maryland. Mr. Laughl in had been 
periencing difficulty and discomfort consisting of a tightness In 
his chest region, shortness of breath and a slight feeling of 
persistent nausea. 

Dr. Graham R. Johnston, Chief, Staff Clinic, Navy Hospital, 
examined SAC Laughlin on the basis of his symptoms. Dr. Johnston 
also made arrangements for some tests such as a blood sedimentation 
test, a blood count and others. In addition, Dr. Johnston referred 
him to the Cardiology Department where an electrocardiographic 
examination was made. 

After study of the results of these tests, of the electro- 
cardiographic examination and of Dr. Johnston's personal examination 
of SAC Laughlin, it was concluded that there was no evidence of 
organic trouble. The opinion was that Laughlin was experiencing 
nervous tension, was possibly tired and that these things had 
produced the symptoms which he had experienced. 

It was -recommended by the Navy Hospital that he rest, away 
from work, for a week and he was instructed to return to the Navy 
Hospital on Monday, 6/24/57 for repeat examinations to settle 
this matter. SAC Laughlin has been advised of this by Dr. Johnston 
and has been told that the repeat examination Is purely a pre- 
cautionary measure and Is being done in order to definitely deter- 
mine the exact situation. A letter of sympathy over the Director's 
signature is being forwarded under today's date.. , , ■ - * j

— Faith. Hoover siys: ‘The 
communist prides himftlf on be- 
ing a revolutionary — ind revolu- 
tionary be is in the seise of des- 
truction, terror and violence.

I have reviewed the Inspector’s report of hla findings 
during the recent inspection of your office. The various phases of 
Operations of your office were rated as follows: contacts - excellent; 
Physical Condition and Maintenance and Personnel Matters - very good; 
Investigative Operations and Administrative Operations - good. 



The Inspector reported your office space is well organised 
and in a generally neat and clean condition. Inspection of automobiles 
revealed a siren inoperative, one car had no jack, one parking light 
was out, and other minor defects not affecting safety. In connection 
with the inspection and maintenance of automobiles, make sure such 
defects are promptly detected and corrected. The storage garage lor 
our cars being located a 25 -minute walk from the Boston office, you 
should intensity efforts to secure car storage facilities nearer the 
office.

It was determined that during August, September, and 
October, 1958, four of the important statistics-producing classifications, 
Theft from Interstate Shipment, Impersonation, Theft of Government 
Property, and Crime on Government Reservation, were above the 
over-all delinquency of Boston office for these three months. Furthermore, 
the case delinquency In all criminal classifications on November 30, 1958, 
was 17.02%, whereas, over-all delinquency was 12.94%. Through the

The number of unsolved bank robbery violations in Boston 
Division is too high. I shall expect you ' to give all unsolved h»nt robbery 
cases continuous and vigorous attention in order that they will be brought

There should be no letdown in our emphasis on security 
investigations. It is necessary that through investigations and informants 
we ars aware of any subversive or espionage activities in the Boston 
Division. Although Boston security Informants have furnished good 
coverage, there has been a decline in the number of security informants 
utilised by the Boston office. You r security informant program should 
be directed toward increasing coverage so that, in the course of normal 
attrition, the Boston office will have a sufficient number of informants 
to afford full coverage of the Communist Party and related activities. 
Definite accomplishment in development of additional security informants 
is expected.

The Boston territory appears efficiently organized far 
economy of travel, relation to judicial districts and volume of work. 

I was concerned regarding the errors and deficiencies detected in the 
work of the Senior Resident Agent at Portland, Maine. You should 
■ constantly evaluate the performance of all resident agents and, where their 
work records do not measure up to Bureau standards, you should 
recommend corrective action immediately. 

The number of cases closed by agents of the Boston office 
during the period checked, July - October, 1958, wasbelow the field 
average and that of other offices of .similar size. Diligent effort by 
agent and supervisory personnel to bring about higher agent production 
is expected. Improvement in this regard must be effected. Stenographic 
production in the Boston office was found to be above the field average, 
and the excellent work of the stenographers is commendable. 

Eight substantive errors were detected in the pending and , 
closed files reviewed during the inspection. Torn errors were found 
in 116 of 1541 files reviewed. Analysis of the Chief Clerk*# Office 
operations revealed an above -average number of minor delinquencies. 

You, the Assistant Special Agent in Charge, and field supervisors should 
endeavor to eliminate such errors from the work of agent and clerical 
personnel. This can be done by effective training of personnel In the 
Bureau*# policies and procedures and by careful, detailed e x a min ation 
and review of the work performed and reports submitted by these 
employees* 

Your work la the contacts field, which merited a rating ' 
of excellent, is gratifying; continue your efforts in this regard* 
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The Inspector, at the conclusion of the Inspection, 
furnished you a memorandum concerning matters covered in the 
inspection work papers. Carefully consider the contents of this letter 
and the memorandum furnished you and inform the Bureau In detail of 
the action taken to implement these findings.

Vhile in Boston on official business May 18, 1959, Edwards toured 
the headquarters space and spent considerable time with SAC Laughlin and 
ASAC Johnson and is submitting some observations lor the Bureau's information. 

0) THE BOSTON OFFICE; 

Boston Office space is excellent and appears to be completely 
adequate, very well maintained and should certainly lend itself very favorably 
to tour groups or any outsiders who might have occasion to visit it. Edwards 
mentioned the desirability of furthering the Bureau's public relations through 
selective tour groups where it was felt some good might be accomplished. 

It is noted that the Chicago Office has done a great deal of good through tours 
on a selective basis and Boston feels that the potential exists there also for some 
of the same sort of thing. Edwards was asked his opinion regarding the 
desirability of a planned open house and stated that this had been extremely 
successful in other field offices and certainly where the space lent itself as well 
as Boston to such an activity, much good should be accomplished. 

One of the most attractive features in the Boston Office consists 
of the framed pictures which decorate many of the walls. This appears to be 
largely the result of SA Philip M. Breed who will celebrate his 30th Anniversary 
in the Bureau's service on June 24, 1959. Breed Is a widower and spends most 
of his spare time at his favorite hobby of collecting and framing prints and paintings. 
He has hung many of them on walls in the Boston space and he periodically 
changes them to maintain a freshness and add to the attractiveness of the space. 

The pictures are in extremely good taste and include many famous historical scenes. 
A recommendation is being made at the end of this memorandum that Breed be 
c ommcnded by letter for this manifestation on his part of interest in the appearance 
of the Boston Office. 

The radio dispatch room is very attractive andhas an efficient 
console for operations but the room is considerably warmer than the other space.

Memo PeLoach to Tolson 5-28-59 

Re: Observations Concerning 
Boston Office 

SAC Laughlin already has plans for shifting an air conditioning unit from the 
room which was formerly used for technical surveillances but is now no longer 
needed for that purpose. This will correct the problem. 

(2) SAC LAUGHLIN AND ASAC JOHNSON: 

SAC Laughlin is in Grade GS-lt whereas ASAC Johnson is in 
Grade GS-14. Johnson was recommended by Laughlin in January, 1959, for 
Grade GS-15 and in December, 1958, by Inspector Fitzgibbon who inspected 
the Boston Office. However, no action was taken in view of the decline in 
statistical accomplishments in Boston. At present, Boston is down in three 
of the four categories comparing the first ten months of this fiscal year with 
the first ten months of the previous one. (Convictions down 89%; Fugitives 
down 14%; Automobiles Recovered down 2%; lines, Savings and Recoveries 
up 510%) 



Boston is an office having heavy administrative responsibilities, 
one of the contributing factors being because the office covers four states, thus 
quadrupling many of the problems of contacts, speeches and liaison. 

Edwards was very favorably impressed with both Laughlin end 
Johnson. Johnson is completely available, enthusiastic, interested in and 
anxious to advance and seems to present excellent SAC potential. Both men 
work very well together. Laughlin has complete confidence in Johnson's 
ability to manage the office in his absence and Johnson enjoys the full confidence 
of the men. 



Both t-^ u ghiln ud Johnson indicated to Edwards that they have been 
deeply concerned over statistics. They have obviously been doing much to 
improve the statistical picture in Boston but one of the big problems is the fact 
that USA Julian insists on making so many of the decisiona concerning prosecution 
or declination Mmself rather delegating some of these matters to his assistants. 
Also Judge McCarthy in Boston has been tied 19 on two extensive appeals of Bureau 
caaes and has a calendar of 40 cases which h§ insists on trying himself, many of 
which are Bureau cases. SAC laughlin indicated that this matter has been fully 
explored by him. He and Johnson alternately contact Julian at every opportunity 
to try to put him on the spot to clear up the cases. Not much can be done with 
Judge McCarthy except to weather it out. Mr. laughlin states he has made this 
a matter of record at the Seat of Government.

X have reviewed the results of the recent inspection of the 
Boston Office. Based on the Inspector's report, the following ratings have 
been made: physical condition and maintenance, administrative operations 
and personnel matters * good; in vestigative operat ions contacts - 
very 'good. ~~~. 



The space occupied by your office and the resident agencies 
was adequate, suitably located and generally well arranged for efficiency. 
The housekeeping improvements called to your attention by the Inspector 
must be handled immediately. Each employee must assume a continuing 
responsibility for the appearance and condition of his working space and 
equipment. I was most displeased to learn that one agent had allowed his 
revolver to become rusty. You must make frequent and effective checks 
to insure proper maintenance of equipment. 

Your costs of operating and repairing Bureau automobiles 
were above the field average. You must promptly take steps to reduce 
future costs and to keep them at a minimum.

I am pleased to learn of your accomplishments with regard 
to convictions and fugitives apprehended, but I am most displeased to learn 
that for the first five months of the current fiscal year you are behind in 
fines, savings and recoveries and in automobiles recovered* While the 
comparative decrease in fines, savings and recoveries is attributable to 
an unusually large savings in October, 1958, I find the drop in automobiles 
recovered a most undesirable trend and you must take positive action to 
reverse this condition* Your record of solving bank robbery violations 
is weak. You must take aggressive action to improve this important phase 
of work, including greater emphasis on informant coverage. 

Tim development of criminal informants in all categories must 
receive your personal attention* 'While you have shown an increase in the 
number of potential criminal informants developed since the last inspection, 
it is noted that the number of criminal informants has decreased by three. 

The fact that six resident agencies do not have a criminal informant is most 
alarming and the progress of agents assigned to these resident agencies in 
this respect should be watebed closely. 

There is room for improvement in investigations relating to 
the Communist Party (CP) and other security matters in your office. The 
number and caliber of informants reporting on CP activities should be 
expanded. Additional informants are needed to report on the activities of 
the Nation of Islam (NOI) and specific attention must be afforded the develop- 
ment of informants in the NO! ’'temple" where no coverage exists at the 
present time* 

The average number of cases closed per agent was below the 
field average. You and your entire supervisory staff must insist on maximum 
productivity. 

The number of form errors detected was slightly above the 
field average. It wifi be necessary for you to afford closer supervision to 
agents and personnel of the Chief Clerk? s Office to substantially reduce 
these errors.

While the Chief Clerk? s Office was generally well Morgan! zed, 
the need foradditional training and a general tightening up of supervision 
was evident* There were far too many clerical errors such as misfiled index 
cards and failure to remove charge- out slips when serials were returned. 
Instructions were left with you to establish an effective system of verifying 
the sequencing in the general indices, the consolidation and destruction of 
certain files, and the consolidation of your special indices in the Brinks case 
with the general indices. These matters must be followed vigorously and 
pushed to completion as soon as possible. 

It was gratifying that all personnel passed the required , 
ex a m i n ati o n s , and that morale appeared high. It is heartening to leam that 
although your office is not a quota office in the Clerical Applicant Recruitment 
Program, you have recognized the Bureau's needs in this regard by sending 
six clerks to the Seat of Government during the past three months. 

I note there are fifty- six agents in the Boston Office who 
exceed desirable weight limits, and that six of these are over the maximum. 
You must personally follow the weight reducing program in your office with 
vigor and intensity. 

Although you have substantially increased the number of worth- 
while SAC Contacts, there are two contacts developed by your predecessors 
who have not been contacted by you. This must be done promptly. The 
Inspector reported favorably on your effective public speaking program and 
your liaison with state, local and other Federal agencies. 

i 

The inspection shows that there are weaknesses in certain phases 
of the operation of the Boston Office as above outlined. The office is in 
need of the specific improvements mentioned and you must immediately 
tighten administrative control over all phases of operations. In view of 
these conditions, you are being censured. Iw ill expect you to take 
immediate remedial action to correct all delinquencies and to exert 
the necessary control over the office to preclude any recurrence of the 
weaknesses found.
